MODERN BURGLAY METHODS. 

"Any s(juare door safe In tbe world 
can be opened by a biir^iiar in Icssl ban 
thirty minutes'*. Tiiis was the remark 
ijy n M Tiliison, Western Superinten 
dent of tbe Pinlcerton Detective A- 
'.,'cncy, and— All tbey need is a bottle 
of niiroclycertne, a five cent fose and a 
cake of soap". 

In tHtee days of high explosives, 
the methods of the old time bur 
k'lar, requirinj,' set .screws, jitumies 
and other paraphernalia, has passed a 
way. Since the introduciiun (jf nitro 
^{lycerine tin thief will q'.iickly walk 
up to tiie safe, ni ike a piitLv cup at the 
lop of the door so that the nitro^ly- 
cerioe will run into tbe joint, insert a 
short piece of fuse wltb a cap on one 
end, touch a auiteb to it, and stand to 
one side of tlie safe, and in twominutes 
tlie door Is off. If tbe safe nas an in 
side reserve chest this operation can 
be repeated very ijuickly. The burglar 
ro.uiiies in, takes the money and leaves 
i.'i llie darkness. All of Ibis is done so 
([uickly lliat the ciliz''ns have been 
scircely aroused by tbetwoor possibly 
three reports, and the thief and the 
money have gone, and in the majority 
of cases tbey are never captured 

An enterprising interviewer asked 
one of tbe thieves who robbed the 
Bank at Qnimby, Iowa, as to what 
make of safe he found tlie hardest to 
operate on. He replied that it made 
no ditVerence what make of safe it 
was if of the built up m plate construe 
tion class, and the round screw doors 
were as eu.sy as any t)ther.s. Asked as 
to why they had never operated upon 
any of the Manganese Safes, they re 
plied— "Tbat as long as there were so 
many old tea boxes to get at there was 
uu use in tackling anything harder."

Harrodsburg Herald:— Col. J PChinn 
this year raised thirty hogsheads of 
tobacco on twenty acres of land. This 
tobacco was sold last week at I'lanlers' 
Warehouse in Louisville and broke a 
records as to price when fourteen 
hogsheads were put up lor sale. Two 
hogsheads of red leaf sold for .lil 
two for 91(i 75 hundred. One hog^head 
of logs brought tttao a hundred, an- 
other OS fiO and another «20. per hun- 
dred* Four hogsheads of trash were 
sold— one brooght 917 50 a hundred, 
one $14 50 one $17. and another 921 00 
Three hogsheads of spods were sold, 
one bringing $11 and two selling at $12 
per hundred, making the crop average 
•tl7.20 a hundred. The Col. adopted a 
melliod of growing this crop that was 
originated by a Mr Snapp, who lives 
on the Spillman place at West Lot. 
Mr Snapp made tbe Colonel a proposi- 
tion that for 95 an acre he would su- 
perintend his crop and If his Instruc- 
tions were followed strictly and be did 
not make him $500 on the twenty acres 
he would not charge him a cent. Thev 
entered into a sit;ned contract and tlie 
Cdonel followed the method to the 
letter and the result was an extraordi- 
nary line crop that brought the phe- 
nominal and record breaking price for 
Mercer couuty tobacco that is quoted 
above. It wasarevalation to the tobac 
CO warehousemen and they united in 
saying that thev bad never before seen 
such tobadeo. They say that tbey have 
tried to ralM it in every BMnner known 
and have even tried it under canvas, 
but had never succeeded in producing 
such a high grade raticle. Mr Snapp, 
it is said, had contracts with a number 
of other Mercer county groweis, but 
they failed to .stand to it, and it is like 
ly that suit will be instituted against 
them by Snapp. Colonel Chinu's to 
bacco grew very tall and he had enough 
seed to plant tbe whole Burley dis- 
trict.
